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| | This being the nature of zeale inge- 


| greefe, &c. as ſo many maftiues to flic 
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nerall, Chriſtian zealeof which wee de- 
lire onely to ſpeake, differs from carnall 
and worldly, chiefly in the cauſes and 
obieas. 

Itisa ſpirituall heate wrought in the 
heart of man by the holy Ghoſt, im- 
proouing the good affections of loue, 
toy, hope, &c. for the belt ſeruice and 
furcherance of Gods glory, with all the 
appurtenances thereof, his word, his 
houſe, his Saints and ſaluation of ſoules: 
vling the contrarie of hatred, anger, 


vpon the throat of Gods enemies, the 
Duell, his Angels,{inne, the world with 
the lufts thereof. By the vertue wherof 
a Zealot may runne through all his at- 
fetions, and with Dauid, breath zeale 
out of euery pipe, after this manner for 
a taſte ;

To conclude this, this is that celeſtiall 
tire which was ſhadowed out vnto vs 
by that poore element in compariſon, 
and beggarly rudiment, the fire (I 
meane) of ſuch neceſlary vſe in the law, 
which rather then it ſhould be wanting, 
the Lord cauſed it to deſcend from hea- 
ven, that it might cauſe the Sacrifices 
to aſcend thither againe, as a ſweetin- 
cenſe vnto the Lord, without which no 
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The ſecond part. 


But now, as then, there are certaine 


falſe fires, abhominable to God, odious 
to men, dangerous to the Nadabs and 
Abihues that meddle with them, brin- 
ging thereby coales vpon their owne 
heads,&ill ſauor vpon all their ſeruices; 
& not onely ſo, but that which is works, 
an ill reportand ſurmize euen on thoſe 
that offer the right fire,& ſerue the Lord 
in ſpiritand truth : yet for their ſakesis 
the name of zealc blaſphemed all the 
day long. 

Againſtthele, as then, ſo now ſeuerc 
caueats and cleere diſtin&tions muſt bee 
laid,leſt ſuch as haue not their ſenſes cx- 
erciſed to puta difference, miſtake poy- 
ſonfull weedes for wholeſome hearbes, 
to their owne deſtrufion ; and for the 
ſake ofthe one, reuile the other to the 
wrong of God and his Saints. 

It fares not otherwiſe with the ſoulc 
then with the body:beſides the natiue & 
radicail heat, the principall inftrument

To diſcerne of thoſe, requires ſome 
Skill and 1udgement : yeta good Em- 
pirick,a Chriſtian of experience will giue 
a ſhrewd gheſle at them,the ealter & the 
better if he marke theſe following (1gnes 
and ſymptomes, common to all the 
kinds of falſe zeale, here alſo following. 
Firſt, they are deeply ſicke ofthe pha- 
rifaicall humor, they loueto be ſeene of 
men,and ſay with 1chu,Come and ſee how 
vealows I am for the Lord of beſts : they 
proclaime their almes with a trumpet, 
paint their good deedes vpon Church 
windowes, engraue their legacies vpon 
tombes, haue their a&ts vpon record: 
Thus, Comets blaze more then fixed 
Starres. Aguiſh heats breede fluſhings, 
&are more ſeen in the face,then natural 
warmth at the heart. Schollers count hi- 
ding of Art the beſt Art : the godly man 


| {ſtudies by all meanes how to conceale 


the one hand from the other, in doing 


|well ; hiding of zeale is the beſt zeale. 
Secondly, 
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Secondly, of Ahabs diſeaſe excee- 


| ding in externall humiliation , affeed 


geftures, paſhonate lighes, lowdneſle of 


| voyce, oddeattires & ſuch like : Theſe 


know how to rend the garment, hang 
the head wirh the bulruſh, to whip and 
launce their skinnes with Baals Prieſts; 
and yet ſtrangers toa wounded ſpirit: 
not but that true and hearty zeale doth 
lift vp the eyes, knocke the breaſt, dance 
before the Arke. Therefore this cha- 
rater may deceiue the vnwarie ; Let 
Ely take heede of indging Hapna's ſpirit 
ralhly by the moouing ot her lips : yer 
hypocrites ſo vſually itraine nature and 
without a cauſe excced, and that in pub- 
lique, and vpon the ſtage, that for the 
moſt part, their ations and affetions 
are palpable : as 7eſuites, Cappuchins, &C. 


{ yea in many hiſtrionicall Proteſtants: 


Horlſe-courlſers iades will bound, curuet 
and ſhew more tricks, then a horſe well 
mettled for the rode or cart. 

Thirdly, you may know them by 
their diligence and curiofitie m lighter 
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matters ioyned with omiſhon and neg- 
le of greater, wiſe in circumſtance, and 
carelfle in ſubſtance, tithing mint, ſtrai- 
ningat gnats, &c. In all cheape and ea- 
| ie duties, prodigall: niggardly &ſloth- 
full in the waighty things of the Law : 
theſe haue at command good words, 
countenance, yea teares from their eyes, 
ſooner then a farthing from their purſe, 
hauing this worlds goods, and ſee their 
brother want ; theſe ſticke vp feathers 
for the carcaſle, beguiling the ſimple, 
couzening the world, but cheefly them- 
clues. 

Fourthly, theſe fires cannot keepe 
themſelues within their owne hearths, 
theſe ſpirits cannot keepe themſelues 
within their owne circles. True zeale 
{loues to keepe home, ſiudieth to bee 
quiet in other mens Dioces : falſe zeale 
loues to be gadding,is eagle-ey'd abroad 
and mole-ey'd at home : Inſteed of bur- 
ning bright and ſhining cleere ; like bri- 
niſh lights, they ſparkle & ſpet at others, 
or like ill couched fire-workes let fly on 
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all {1des : onely out of their wiſdome 
they know how to ſpare Agag and the 
great ones, and bee ſure they anger not 
their great Maſters, and meddle with 
their matches : whereas itis the proper- 

of fire that comes from aboue, to 
ſpare the yeelding ſheath, and melt the 
reſiſting metcall, to paſle by the lower 
roofes, and ſtrike the rowred pinacle, as 
Nathan, Dawuid ; Elias, Ahab ; 1ohn, Herod, 
lonas,Nininie ; e#c. Note allo in all their 
proceeding with others, in ſteede of 
wholeſome ſeuerity (which rightly zea- 


| 


{ lous men neuer come vnto but by com- 


pullion, and not without compathon 
of the offender,weeping with Moſes and 
Samuel ouer the people, beeing ſory 
with the Emperour, that they know 
how to write ſentences of condemnati- 
on) Theſe delight in cruelty, the brand 
of che Malignant Church ; feede their 
eyes with Maſlacres, as the Queene- 
mother. Nodiet ſo pleaſing to theſera- 
uening wolues, as the warme blood 0 


the ſh:epe. Theſe are they that cry as 
an 
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and fagot, away with them, not worthy 
ro liue, their very mercies are cruelty : 
eſpecially in their owne caule, they heat 
the fornace ſeauen times hotter then in 
Gods. 

Laſtly, theſe Meteors and Vapours 
have no conſtant light, or continued 
hear (as the fixed ſtarres cuer like them- 
ſelues) but haue onely their aguiſh firs, 
&lunatick moods; ſometimes in aduer- 
ſity they are good vnder the rod,as Pha- 
ra0h,againe in proſperity like the fat kine 
of Baſhan , ingratefull and forgerfull : 
ſometimes in proſperity when the ſunne 
of peace ſhineth on them, & the fauou- 
rable influence of great ones, they ſhoot 
foorth their blade with the corne on the 
houſe top, running with the ſtreame, & 
ſayling with the winde; ſometimes their 
zeale depends vpon the lite of 1chozads ; 
ſometimes on the company of the Pro- 

hets: commonly in the beginning they 
laze like a butin the end goe 
outin ſmoake and ſmother ; whereas in 


theirentrance into profefſion, they gal- 
1 lopped 
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lopedinto ſhewes,and made {ome girds 
at hand, they tire, giue in, and end inthe 
fleſh, whereas all naturall motions are 
{wifteſt toward their end. 

The veſtall tires were perpetuall, and 
the fire of the Altar neuer went out, 
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| Spices and wetfts of theſe cuills may bec 


found in the ſincereſt Chriſtians : but 
they ſuffer not thele dead flies to lie and 
putrefe in the precious boxes of true 
zeale ; ofall theſe the Preachers caueat 
may be conſtrued, Be not ower iuſt,thogh 
it may alſo admit other interpretations, 
as after (hall appeare. 

Theſe arethe ſpeciall notes and ſymp- 
romes of ſtrange fires : the kinds allo are 
many,and might be diſtribured into ma- 
'ny heads 3 but I will reduce them into 
three, which are known by their names.

ines, and ſpoyled copes to make cuſhi- 
ons. T#das complained of ſuperfluity, 
but greeuedit fel beſides his bag : ma- 
ny hold temporalities tithes and glebes, 
vnlawfull,becauſe they areloth to forgo 
them : If 7ezabel proclaime a Faſt, let 
Naboth looke to his vine-yard ; If the V- 
ſurer& Tradeſ-man frequent Sermons, 
letthe buyer & borrower look to them- 
ſelues. Itis roo common a thing to make 
zeale a lure & ſtale, to draw cuſtomers; 
a bait of fraud,a net toentrap ; with ma- 
licious Doegs, to make it a ſtalking horſe 
for reuenge againſt the Prieft, thereby 
ro diſcharge their gall at Miniſters and 
other Chriſtians, for the omiflton and 


| commiſhon of ſuch things, as them- 


ſclues care not for; with the Strumpetin 


|the Prouerbs, to wipe their mouthes, 


and frequent the Sacrifices, that they 
may be tree from ſuſpicion. 
All theſe cuils, hane I ſeene vnder 
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che ſunne-ſhine of the Goſpell : but by 
how much, zeale is more glorious then 
common profeſhon, by ſo much is dif 
ſembled feruency more deteftable then 
vſuall hypocriſte ; yea, no better then 
diuelliſh villany & double 74m 
painted walles and whited ſepulchers, 
the Lord will breake downe..

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{like mettle in a blinde horle ; to ſee men 
[take ſuch paines, and yet fall into the 


ſon thus ; Is it poſhble bur theſe men 
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pleaſe the Diuell moftin their will-wor- 
(hip. The ſame witnefle I beare many 
Seperatiſts ; though I feare nioſt of them 
be licke of felfe-conceitedneſle, newfan- 
glenefle, and deſire of maſterſhip : for 
who wouldnot ſuſpeR ſuch zeale,which 
condemnes all reformed Churches, and 
refuſerh communion with ſuch as they 
themſelues confeſſe to bee Chriſtians, 
and conſequenely ſuch as haue com- 
munion with Chriſt ? It would greeue 
a man indeede, to ce zeale miſplaced, 


pit. This made Paul to wiſh himlſelte 
Anathema, 'for the ſake of ſuch ; and yet 
the multitudeand common people, rea 


haue the right ? Burtalas, how ſhouldit 
bee otherwiſe, when a blinde company 
will tollowa blinde ſeA-maſter ; This 
being one property of blinde zeale, a 
fond admiration and apiſh imitation of 
ſome perſon, for fome excellency they 
ſee in him, which ſo dazles their eyes, 
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Om Cd 
char they cannor diſcerge their errours 
and infirmities, which they oftner in- 
heritthen their vertues ; aSappeares in 
the Letberans and the Iewes, that would 
ſacrifice their children to Afolech, in imi- 
tation of Abrahams : In theſe the Diuell 
'becomes an Angell of light,and playeth 
'that Dragon, Reuel. 12. powring out 
\flouds of perſecution againſt the 
;Church, cauling deuout men and wo- 
men,to raiſe tragedies,breath out threat- 
nings, and perſecute without meaſure ; 
then theſe the Diuell hath no better ſol- 
diers : but when their ſcales fall from 


Chriſt alſo, to buy eye-ſalue of him;

And ſo the Poets 
(which were the Heathens Prophets) 
ſhadowed out the cure of this,in Aper- 
wa's golden bridſe, wherewith the men# 
ged her winged 7egaſws.. I hrere 1s too 
mucfofthis bitter zeale, of this Yiers- 
picra,1n all our bookes of controuerlies: 
but eſpecially there hath been roo much 
in our domeſticall warrs ; ſome ſonns 
of Bichri haue blowen the trumpet ot 
contention , trumpets of anger ; the 
Churches of God thould hauc no ſuch 
cuſtome : Oh that our Churches vnder-| 
ſtood that ſaying.

The 
world thinkes it ſtrange, wee runne not 
with them into exceſſes, and doe notas 
moſt doe, that wee might eſcape derili- 
on : Tudge you which oftheſe men ſhall 
pleaſe : I beleene none ſhall euer pleaſe 
Chriſt, till they appeare odde, ſtrange 
and preciſe men, tothe common ſort ; 
and yer neede not bee ouer uſt neither

and ſcornes of Michol , vnleſſe they 
were wiſer : Let him that hath a right

ſting their meat, they may happily get 
a ſmackering, for diſcourſe and table- 
talke ; but not enough to keepe ſoule 
& life together, much lefle for ſtrength 
and vigour. Suchas forſake the beſt tel- 
low{hip, and wax ſtrange to holy al- | 
| ſemblies, (as now the manner of many 
is) how can they but take colde ? Can | 
one coale alone keepe it ſelfe glowing ? 
| Though it goe not out for want of 
matter,yet may it bee put out by ſundry 
accidents ; when itis newly kindled, it

ches, if Peter take not heede, and tence

All are not by nature of ſo hot diſpo- 


doe well, or to reprooue ill doers , ler 
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ſfirions , or ſo fiery-ſpirited ,as others. 

If there bee ſuch a dull flegmaticke 
creature as hath no life nor ſpirite in 
any thing hee goes about, or whome no- 
thing will mooue; hce may plead com- 
_ , and yetgrace is aboue nature: 

ut the beſt way is; See euery man com- 
pare his deuotion in matters of God, 
with his ſpirits and mettle in other at- 
fayres, wherein his element or delight 
lies ; it the one equall notthe other, the 
fault is not in nature: the oldeft man 
hath memory enough for his gold, and 
the coldeſt conftitution heate enough 
where it likes. 

Well, our harts may bee as good as 
the beſt though we cannot ſhew ir. 

Fire cannot be long ſmothered,it will 
either findea vent,or goe out; zeale will 
either finde word, or deede, to expreflc 
it ſelfe withall, 

All haue not the gift of vtterance. 

Violent affeftions haue wade the 
dumbe to finde a tongue; If it be lowe 
water the mille may ſtand ; but aboun- 
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dance of heart will ſet the wheeles on 
going W hat carneſt diſcourſes will vn- 
learned Mariners make of their voiages ? 
Hunt(-men of their game, &c. 

All haue notability and meanes : ma- 
ny haue great charges. 

Loue and zeale are munificent,make 
money their ſeruant, not their maſter : 
whereſoeuer the heart is enlarged, the 
hand cannot bee ſtraightned ;z where the 
bowells are open, the purſe is not ſhut. 
Herod tor his pleaſure,cares not forhalte 
his kingdome ; what will not ſome Gen- 
tle-men giue for hawks and hounds?not 
onely the poore woman that ſpent the 
rich oyntment'on Chriſt,the widow that 
eaue all her ſubſtance, the conuerts that 
ſolde all, and threw all at the feet of the 
Apoſtles, but euen the bounty of the 
ſuperſtitious Papiſts (hall riſe in indge- 
ment againſt ſuch as profeſſea religion, 
wil giue it good words & countenance ; 
but bee at no coſt with it, and know a 
cheaper way to ſaue charge withall. 

All haue not ſo much leiſure to ſpend, 
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' much time and ſtudy, about matters 
| of religion, they haue ſomewhat elle to 
doe. | 

There are indeede many vanities, 
which diſtra& and diuide the minde of 
worldlings but zeale counts one thing 
needefull , ro which it makes all other 
veile and ſtand by. Is there any ſo good 
an husband of his time, that will not 
ſteale ſome houre for his pleaſure ; that 
| cannot ſpare his God and his ſoule half: 
an houre, morning and cuening ; that 
beſtowes not idly, as much time as a 
Sermon ortwo would take vpp inthe 
weeke ?

conſtant in preaching. Salomon the ol 
der, and wiſer hee grew , the more hec 
raughrthe people, ſharpened his goads,

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his place ? no better then {hyneſle ina 
fore-horſe, whole eyes men fence on 
both {ides, tharchey may lead the way, 
and goe without ſtarting ; vnto which, | 
zeale is an{werable in Magiſtrates, cau-| 
ſing them-onely to {ce him thar is inui- 
ſible, without caſting a ſquint eye at 
men ; to ling to God onely of iudge-: 
ment and mercy, withour tuning their 
ſongs to mans eare ; to walke in the per- | 
tet way, Without turning, either to the | 
rightor left hand for tearc of fauour.Oh | 
that there were ſuch an heart in our lea-
